Therefore, 
we  are  unable  to  accept  transcript 
requests  over  the  telephone  or  by 
email.  Transcripts  will  not  be  issued 
to  students  with  outstanding  financial 
obligations  to  the  College.  For  security 
reasons,  transcripts  cannot  be  faxed.

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President's  Message

to  connect  with  the  global  environment  which  has 
become  increasingly  part  of  our  daily  lives." 


DEAR  ALUMNI  AND  FRIENDS: 

The  College's  newly-adopted  Mission  Statement  defines  our  institution's  pur- 
pose: "Western  New  England  College  facilitates  student  learning...  and  helps 
students  achieve  balance  and  flexibility  as  proactive  solution  seekers  in  the 
rapidly  changing  global  environment  in  which  they  work  and  live." 

In  recent  years  the  College  has  developed  educational  programs  to  prepare 
our  undergraduate,  graduate,  and  law  students  to  face  the  challenges  of  working 
well  and  competitively  in  a  global  setting.  Students  are  participating  enthusias- 
tically in  the  many  study  abroad  opportunities  currently  available  through  the 
College.  In  the  past  two  years  students  have  spent  the  semester  or  year  in 
Australia,  China,  England,  Finland,  Ireland,  Italy,  and  Spain.  There  are  courses 
too  that  are  offered  abroad:  London  Through  the  Ages  is  conducted  in  England 
and  Introduction  to  the  Mayan  World  is  taught  on  site  in  southern  Mexico.  For 
several  years  students  have  had  the  opportunity'  to  study  French  culture  and  his- 
tory in  Paris  during  the  Spring  break  as  part  of  an  on-campus  course. 

Within  the  business  curriculum  international  components  are  being  created 
to  enrich  and  complement  courses.  To  prepare  students  for  careers  working  with 
or  for  international  business  concerns,  last  spring  the  School  of  Business  held  its 
first  International  Business  Week.  European  educators  were  invited  to  campus 
for  a  series  of  presentations  on  topics  ranging  from  the  Single  European  Market 
to  International  Business  Negotiations.  This  program  is  scheduled  to  become  an 
annual  event  that  will  provide  students  with  valuable  insights  into  international 
business  practices.  In  Spring  2003,  students  may  enroll  in 
International  Practicum:  Ireland:  they  will  study  in 
Dublin.  Derry,  and  Belfast,  examining  the  history,  culture, 
and  business  challenges  of  Ireland. 

Western  New  England  College  graduates  have  shown 
that  they  are  able  to  adapt  to  new  cultures  as  they  live  and 
work  abroad.  This  issue  of  Tlie  Communicator  shares  the 
stories  of  some  of  the  College's  alumni  who  live  abroad. 
Many  of  our  facultv'  too  continue  to  collaborate  v\ith  their 
international  colleagues  in  a  variety  of  ways.  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  Dean 
Ghahramani's  trip  to  Beijing  this  past  August  and  my  own  to  South  Africa  as  a 
member  of  a  fact-finding  delegation  are  recounted  in  these  pages. 

We  are  all  engaged  more  than  ever — students,  alumni,  faculty,  and  staff — in 
sharing  ideas,  living,  and  working  across  a  broad  spectrum  of  cultural  and  edu- 
cational frameworks.  These  are  stimulating  times,  and  the  adventure  of  interna- 
tional education  through  Western  New  England  College  is  a  grand  one  that  con- 
tinues to  unfold  in  dynamic  and  creative  ways.  The  College  itself  is  on  a  wonder- 
ful journey,  grovsing  v\ithin  while  successfully  broadening  its  horizons  as  we 
learn  from  and  contribute  to  the  international  community  to  which  we  are  inex- 
tricablv  linked.

ON  JUNE  6,  2002,  THE  COLLEGE 
community  suffered  the  passing  of 
one  of  its  finest  educators  when 
Mark  A.  Coffey,  associate  professor 
of  accounting  and  finance,  lost  his 
long  and  hard-fought  battle  with 
cancer. 

Also  knowai  as  "Skip,"  Mark  was 
a  member  of  the  School  of  Business 
faculty  since  1974.  He  pitched  in 
local  Softball  leagues,  was  an  Army 
veteran  of  the  Vietnam  War,  and 
received  the  National  Defense 
Service  Medal.  He  was  also  active 
in  the  local  theatrical  community 
since  1995.  Mark's  friend  and 
colleague,  Michael  A.  Meeropol, 
professor  of  economics  and  chair 
of  the  Department  of  Economics, 
noted  that  Mark's  favorite 
theatrical  role  was  that 
of  R.  P.  MacMurphy  in 
"One  Flew  over  the 
Cuckoo's  Nest." 

In  a  heartfelt  message 
to  the  College  communi- 
ty. Dr.  Meeropol  said, 
"Like  so  many  who  have 
known  Mark  Coffey  dur- 
ing his  years  of  outstand- 
ing    service     to  the 

  College,  I  deeply  mourn 

his  passing.  He  had  such  a  life  force 
that  the  void  will  be  severe." 

Dr.  Meeropol  also  remembered 
Mark  as  "a  wonderful  raconteur, 
telling  stories  about  the  communi- 
ty organizing  along  Route  2,  life  in 
the  Army  before  Western  New 
England  College,  and  encounters 
on  various  sports  fields." 

"I  just  have  to  say  I  used  to 
really  enjoy  'discussing,'  even 
'arguing,'  issues  with  him,"  Dr. 
Meeropol  added. 

"These  past  years  of  fighting  the 
cancer  were  tough  ones  for  him, 
but  he  never  complained  as  he 


ordered  veggie  burgers  and  slowed 
down  his  participation  in  slow 
pitch  Softball  leagues,"  Dr 
Meeropol  said.  "But  that  passion 
behind  the  eyes  was  always  there — 
that  extreme  love  of  life  just  radiat- 
ed out  from  him  and  encompassed 
all  who  encountered  him. 

I'll  always  remember  that.  I,  and 
all  of  us.  are  poorer  with  his  pass- 
ing." 

Heavily  involved  in  the  College 
Internship  Program,  Mark  worked 
closely  with  many  students 
throughout  his  career  here,  and 
formed  lasting  bonds  with  a  num- 
ber of  them. 

Mark  was  also  fondly  remem- 
bered by  Nick  LaPier  '90,  a  former 
student  and  a  partner  with  the 
accounting  firm  Dovmey,  Sweeney. 
Fitzgerald,  and  Co.,  P.C.  He 
described  Mark  as  the  type  of 
deeply  committed  educator  who 
took  a  personal  interest  in  his  stu- 
dents and  did  his  best  to  assist 
them  in  finding  employment. 

"Mark  always  had  his  students' 
best  interests  at  heart,"  LaPier 
said.  "He  helped  me  land  my  first 


job  (actually,  two),  and  I  later 
worked  with  him  professionally 
through  his  involvement  in  the 
internship  program.  Thanks  to 
Mark's  commitment,  many  of  his 
interns  have  been  hired  here  at 
Downey,  Sweeney,  Fitzgerald  and 
Co.,  P.C,  and  many  other  account- 
ing graduates  found  jobs  as  a 
direct  result  of  his  efforts." 

On  Sunday  October  27,  2002, 
the  College  community  gathered 
in  Sleith  auditorium  for  a  memori- 
al service  in  honor  of  Mark.  In 
addition  to  comments  from 
College  President  Anthony  S. 
Caprio  and  Stanley  Kowalski,  dean 
of  the  School  of  Business,  some  of 
Mark's  colleagues  and  former  stu- 
dents spoke  of  his  dedication  and 
commitment  to  his  students. 

"I  never  had  such  a  positive 
role  model  before,"  said  Catherine 
Symanski  '88,  Mark's  student 
assistant  from  1986  to  1988.  "At 
a  critical  time,  he  was  there  for 
me.  I  did  not  realize  until  much 
later  what  Mark  did  for  me.  This 
wonderful  man  deserved  to  hear 
a  'thank  vou.'"  ■

The  dream  of  an  outdoor  sports  complex  has  been  a  goal  of  the 
Athletics  Department,  many  of  our  former  Golden  Bears  players, 
and  our  teams'  dedicated  fans.

Looking  to  address  the  future  needs  of 
students,  the  CoUege  included  a  redesign 
of  the  athletic  fields  in  its  comprehensive 
Facilities  Master  Plan  completed  in  200L 

Demand  for  a  new  student  residence 
hall  for  fall  2003  prompted  the  need  to 
relocate  the  football  field  to  the  future 
site  of  the  stadium  by  the  beginning  of 
the  2002  football  season.  This  allowed 
construction  of  the  hall  to  begin  at  what 


had  previously  been  the  home  field  of 
Golden  Bear  football. 

Our  Game  Plan  I 

In  August,  the  College  broke  ground 
on  the  first  phase  of  an  ambi/ious  under- 
taking— the  construction  of  a  multi- 
sport  outdoor  sports  complex. 

When  completed  in  2Cl03,  the  com- 
plex will  include  Golden  Bear  Stadium,  a 
1,200-seat,  multi-purpose  artificial  turf 
stadium,  and  the  500-seat  George  E. 
Trelease  Memorial  Baseball  Stadium. 

The  Golden  Bear  Stadiu^n  will  serve 
multiple  varsity  sports  including  foot- 
ball, field  hockey,  and  men's  and  women's 
lacrosse.  It  wall  include  grandstands,  a 
press  box,  concessions,  and  rfestrooms. 
With  stadium  lighting,  the  new  facility 
will  extend  both  the  outdoor  seaSon  for 
varsity  sports  and  evening  playing\ime 
for  intramural  sports.  \ 
The  Facilities  Master  Plan  also  calls  fo 
the  relocation  of  the 
baseball  field  to  a  new 
site  on  campus  adja- 
cent to  its  current 
location.  Currently, 
the  baseball  outfield 
overlaps  the  soccer 
field.  This  restricts  the 
use  of  both  fields 
since  games  or  prac- 
tices for  baseball  and 
soccer  cannot  be 
scheduled  at  the  same 
time.  And  while  the 
varsity  baseball  team 
plays  at  the  NCAA  Division  III  level,  the 
College  cannot  host  the  NCAA  champi- 
onship because  of  the  inadequate  field. 

To  alleviate  the  overlap,  the  College 
plans  to  construct  the  George  E.  Trelease 
Memorial  Stadium  complete  with  dugouts, 
bleachers,  and  an  electronic  scoreboard. 

Building  both  stadiums  concurrently 
with  the  same  contractor  has  allowed  the 
College  to  take  advantage  of  economies 


of  scale.  Still,  thesf  projects  represent  a 
large  financial  cbmmitment:  Golden 
Bear  Stadium  will  cost  $1.3  million  and 
George  E.  Trelease  Memorial  Stadium 
will  cost  $400,000  tb  complete. 

Alumnus  and  tiustee  Brian  Trelease 
'67/G'71  has  personally  pledged  a  major 
commitment  to  the\construction  of  the 
baseball  stadium  whi'^h  will  be  named  in 
memory  of  his  late  father  Other  benefac- 
tors have  pledged  additional  gifts. 

Says  Brian  Trelea^,  "Since  my 
appointment  to  the  Boarq  of  Trustees,  I 
have  seen  a  growing  enthusiasm  among 
the  student  body  for  both  intramural  and 
varsity  sports,  which  is  very  healthy  for 
the  College." 

Alumni  support  is  essential  in  helping 
the  College  and  its  graduates  realize\he 
dream  of  a  world-class  sports  comple 
Alumni,  friends,  and  corporate  benefac 
tors  can  contribute  at  a  variety  of  levels 
including  several  naming  opportunities.

At  the  site  of  the  former  football  field, 
construction  is  underway  for  a  new  resi- 
dence hall  to  house  230  first-year  students. 
This  self-funded  construction  project  is 
slated  for  completion  in  the  fall  of  2003. 
We  are  also  pleased  to  report  that  an 
expansion  of  the  D'Amour  Library,  funded 
by  gifts  from  the  estate  of  former  trustee 
Arthur  Clarke  is  also  planned  for  this  year

WESTERN  NEW  ENGLAND  COLLEGE 
has  started  a  pilot  program  that  will  not 
only  provide  students  with  a  certificate 
course  in  personal  safety  skills,  but  also 
enable  college  students  to  share  their 
knowledge  with  children,  giving  young- 
sters the  tools  they  need  to  recognize, 
avoid,  and  escape  potential  danger. 

This  year,  radKIDS  and  Western  New 
England  College  have  entered  a  unique 
partnership  that  will  provide  college  stu- 
dents and  kids  with  life-saving  lessons 
on  safety. 

What  is  radKIDS?  The  nonprofit 
Massachusetts-based  organization  was 
established  in  1998  with  a  simple  but 
essential  mission — stop  the  cycle  of  vio- 
lence in  children's  lives. 

In  just  four  years,  radKIDS,  which 
stands  for  "resisting  aggression  defensive- 
ly," has  been  providing  life-saving  pro- 
gramming in  44  states  and  Canada, 
empowering  thousands  of  children. 
Instructors  not  only  teach,  but  "show" 
children  how  to  get  out  of  harm's  way  in 
a  fun,  friendly  environment — explaining 
"stranger  danger"  in  real  terms. 

What  makes  Western  New  England 
College's  partnership  unique  is  that  the 
College  will  train  criminal  justice  and 


education  majors  to  become  cer- 
tified radKIDS  instructors.  To 
complete  their  three-credit 
course,  students  teach  the  10- 
hour  safety  program  to  children 
ages  four  to  11  years  old. 

Criminal  Justice  Professor 
Denise  Gosselin  took  part  in  the 
instructor-trainer  class  on  cam- 
pus last  summer  with  several 
other  College  employees,  and  will 
be  overseeing  the  course  next 
semester. 

RadKIDS  executive  director 
Stephen  Daley  says,  "Western 
New  England  College  is  taking  a 
leading  role  by  using  the  strength 
of  college  students  to  spread  safe- 
ty lessons  to  children.  I  hope  to  showcase 
this  pilot  program  as  a  national  role 
model  to  other  colleges,  to  reach  even 
more  children  across  the  country." 

Daley  cited  Judy  Curran  from  the  Office 
of  Marketing  and  Communications  as  a 
driving  force  behind  the  radKIDS  partner- 
ship with  Western  New  England  College. 

Curran,  who  currently  teaches  RAD 
(rape  aggression  defense)  to  college 
women,  is  excited  about  getting  this  nec- 
essary information  to  children.

"Every  time  I  teach  a  RAD  class  to 
women,  the  question  always  arises 
regarding  comparable  programs  for  chil- 
dren. Imagine  the  impact  of  releasing  40 
young  energetic  instructors  a  year  out 
into  the  community  to  teach  these 
important  and  (unfortunately)  neces- 
sary skills.  We  now  have  the  potential  to 
reach  400-to-500  children  a  year  in  our 
local  community.  It's  a  program  that 
benefits  evervone."  ■

ence living  in  Dubai,  United  Arab 
Emirates  (UAE). 

The  UAE  is  a  country  where  21st  cen- 
tury commerce  and  ancient  culture  qui- 
etly intersect.  Situated  at  the  crossroads 
of  the  Middle  East,  the  tiny  nation  of  2.8 
million  borders  the  Arabian  Gulf  to  the 
North  (across  from  Iran  and  Iraq),  the 
Gulf  of  Oman  and  Sultate  of  Oman  to  the 
East  and  South,  and  Saudi  Arabia  to  the 
West.  A  wealthy  nation  with  9.5  percent 
of  the  world's  oil  reserves  located  off  its 
coast,  the  UAE  offers  a  mix  of  traditional 
Arab  and  Islamic  values  and  cosmopoli- 
tan living.  With  modern  cities,  a  stun- 
ning coastline,  and  towering  skyscrapers, 
the  UAE  is  the  premier  tourist  destina- 
tion of  the  Middle  East. 

Speaking  from  their  home  in  a  suburb 
of  Dubai,  Tim  and  Cindy  talked  about 
their  move  to  the  region  three  years 
ago  with  their  nine-year-old  daughter, 
Elena.  Tim  oversees  the  Middle  East 
and  African  group  operations  of 
American  International  Group 
(AIG),  one  of  the  largest  financial 
and  insurance  companies  in  the 
world. 

College  sweethearts,  the  Cocchis 
were  married  in  1984  and  lived  in 
locations  in  Hartford,  Chicago,  and 
Delaware  before  making  the  big 
move  to  Dubai.  Tim  says,  "We  were 
open  to  accepting  an  oversees 
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assignment.  We  welcomed  the  challenge 
of  living  in  a  different  part  of  the  world 
and  wanted  to  expose  our  daughter  to 
different  cultures.  It's  been  terrific  and 
we  will  definitely  look  back  favorably  on 
our  experience  here.  People  back  home 
have  many  misconceptions  about  the 
region.  We  wish  more  people  would 
come  for  a  visit." 

The  Cocchi  family  enjoys  the  clear, 
sunny  climate  of  Dubai,  which  allows  Tim 
to  pursue  one  of  his  favorite  pastimes — 
golf.  He  also  has  kept  up  his  hockey  game, 
playing  on  a  team  at  a  local  rink,  while 
temperatures  outside  in  the  summer  can 
reach  an  oppressive  125  degrees. 

Cindy,  a  former  social  worker  now 
homemaker,  finds  her  days  full  and 
rewarding,  volunteering  frequently  at  the 
American  school  their  daughter  attends 
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and  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
American  Women's  Association. 

In  business,  Tim  has  adapted  to  local 
business  protocols  such  as  always 
accepting  the  offer  of  a  cup  of  tea.  His 
workweek  runs  from  Saturday  through 
Thursday  and  each  year  he  must  adjust 
to  office  life  during  the  Islamic  holy 
month  of  Ramadan  when  food  and  drink 
are  prohibited  from  dawn  to  dusk. 

Cindy  is  pleased  that  they  have  been 
able  to  teach  their  daughter  about  differ- 
ent cultures  and  tolerance.  Says  Tim,  "In 
our  travels,  we've  come  to  realize  that 
people  all  want  the  same  things  in  life. 
We  all  have  more  in  common  than  we 
realize."

Alumni  Abroad 
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EWLY  APPOINTED  PRESIDENT  AND 
CEO  of  CITGO  International  Latin 
America,  Bob  Clingan  has  been  charged 
with  spearheading  the  marketing  of 
Petroleos  de  Venezuela  (PDV))  and  CITGO 
commercial  gas  and  lubricant  brands  to 
consumers  in  the  Latin  America  and 
Caribbean  markets.  Taking  time  out  from 
a  busy  travel  schedule,  Bob  talked  about 
his  new  post  from  his  office  in  Caracas. 

Bob  and  his  wife,  Christine,  arrived  in 
Caracas  in  June  of  2002  for  a  two  to  three- 
year  assignment.  In  preparation,  the  cou- 
ple underwent  three  weeks  of  intensive 
Spanish  language  immersion  training, 
studying  six  days  a  week,  ten  hours  a  day. 

The  Clingans'  dedication  to  learning 
the  language  of  their  host  country  mir- 
rors Bob's  commitment  to  improved 
communications  in  CITGO's  efforts  to 
grow  the  company's  brands  in  the 
Southern  Hemisphere. 

He  says,  "CITGO  International  Latin 
America  has  commercial  and  institu- 
tional activities  and  relations  in  several 
countries  on  the  continent,  which 
implies  a  large  measure  of  mobility  while 
demanding  effective  and  productive 
communication  practices.  Geographical 
distances  are  just  one  more  challenge  in 
the  global  village;  we  are  striving  to 
achieve  increased  immediacy,  closeness, 
and  personalized  attention." 

Bob  came  to  New  England  to  work  for 
CITGO,  then  Cities  Service  Oil  Company, 
in  the  late  1960s.  While  based  in 
Springfield  as  a  project  manager.  Bob 
and  his  neighbor,  Joel  Weinstein  '75,  an

engineer  who  worked  at  Digital 
Equipment  Corporation,  decided  to  pur- 
sue their  MBAs  together  at  Western  New 
England  College.  Bob  recalls,  "We  agreed 
to  do  it  with  the  understanding  that  he 
would  tutor  me  in  math  and  I  would  help 
him  with  the  marketing  courses." 

But  MBA  training  brought  another 
benefit  to  Bob  that  has  served  him 
throughout  his  career.  "The  MBA 
Program  had  a  lot  of  team  projects.  We 
had  engineers,  accountants,  insurance 
and  financial  people  in  the  evening  class- 
es. Everyone  had  their  own  area  of  expert- 
ise and  you  learned  when  it  was  time  to 
take  the  lead  or  default  to  someone  else — 
it  taught  me  that  a  manager  doesn't  have 
to  make  every  decision.  That  experience 
broadened  my  ability  to  interface  with 
mergers  and  acquisitions  experts  and 
wdth  the  heavy  concentration  of  engineers 
who  are  involved  in  oil  refining." 

After  earning  his  MBA,  Bob  was  made 
regional  manager  of  marketing  for  the 
Northeast.  For  the  past  15  years  of  his  30- 
year  career  with  CITGO,  Bob  was  region- 
al manager  for  Branded  Business  in 
Atlanta  where  he  and  Christine  raised 
their  three  children  before  the  couple 
moved  to  Venezuela. 

Bob  says  Caracas  is  an  extremely 
beautiful  city  situated  in  a  long  valley 
bordered    by    mountains    and  the 


Caribbean  Sea.  In  contrast  to  the  natural 
beauty,  he  has  observed  a  large  disparity 
of  socio-economic  levels  in  the  city  of 
five  million.  "Many  people  live  well  below 
poverty  level.  Unemployment  is  at  22 
percent  and  infiation  is  at  18  percent." 

The  Clingans  are  among  a  vast  popu- 
lation of  expatriates  in  Venezuela  who 
work  for  large,  multinational  corpora- 
tions. While  a  coup  in  April  of  2002 
had  created  some  anti-American  senti- 
ment. Bob  feels  U.S. -Venezuelan  relations 
are  warming,  fueled  by  Americas  cooling 
ties  with  middle-eastern  oil  suppliers 
(Oil  accounts  for  two  thirds  of 
Venezuela's  GDP). 

"There  is  a  common  thread  of 
European  values  here,"  which  Bob  says  is 
the  result  of  heavy  infiux  of  European 
emigrants  a  generation  ago.  "You  have  to 
be  sensitive  to  Italian,  Spanish,  and 
Portuguese  values  as  well  as  Native  Indian 
cultural  practices  in  21st  century  business 
activities.  There  are  not  just  language  bar- 
riers; there  are  business  barriers." 

Adjusting  to  the  pace  of  doing  busi- 
ness has  been  a  welcome  challenge  for 
Bob.  "Lunch  is  typically  an  hour  to  an 
hour  and  a  half  People  are  more  relaxed, 
less  intense  and  don't  bring  their  laptops 
home  on  the  weekend.  I  haven't  been  able 
to  switch  gears  yet,  but  I  hope  to  acquire 
that  ability."

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NNE  BAZAN  JANY  SPEAKS  THE 
universal  language  of  engineering,  con- 
verses with  most  colleagues  in  English, 
and  creates  PowerPoint  presentations  in 
English  on  a  French  keyboard.  After  14 
years  living  and  working  in  France,  Anne 
has  learned,  above  all,  that  life  in  a  for- 
eign land  is  an  exercise  in  compromise. 

Growing  up  on  the  sidelines  of  the 
Western  New  England  College  football 
field,  where  her  father,  former  professor 
Henry  Bazan,  was  also  the  patron  of 
Golden  Bear  football,  Anne  never  imag- 
ined a  life  so  far  from  her  Massachusetts 
home.  Now,  she  can  hardly  envision  rais- 
ing her  own  three  sons  anywhere  else 
but  France. 

While  a  graduate  student  at  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  for  Technology, 
Anne  began  dating  a  fellow  student  from 
France.  As  romance  blossomed,  Anne  vis- 
ited his  homeland  several  times,  eventual- 
ly agreeing  to  begin  their  married  life 
together  there. 

With  her  experience  gained  as  an 
engineer  at  GE  Aircraft  Engines,  Anne

landed  a  job  at  international  aviation 
giant  Airbus.  For  the  past  five  years,  she 
has  led  the  activities  linked  to  certifica- 
tion of  Airbus  propulsion  systems, 
including  the  new  Airbus  A380  (the 
Airbus  answer  to  the  Boeing  747).  She  is 
responsible  for  establishing  the  technical 
positions  and  policies  that  Airbus  uses  to 
show  the  acceptability  of  its  engine  and 
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fuel  system  designs  against  the  airwor- 
thiness regulations.  Today,  she  works 
with  the  FAA  and  European  authorities 
in  establishing  a  new  policy  on  fuel  tank 
safety  following  the  TWA  accident  in 
1996.  "This  subject  is  exciting  because 
we're  setting  new  standards  for  the  avia- 
tion industry;  1  really  feel  like  I'm  making 
a  contribution  to  the  industry." 

The  adjustment  to  a  multinational 
business  culture  has  created  new  chal- 
lenges for  Anne.  "My  boss  is  German  and 
my  colleagues  are  French,  German,  and 
English.  I  have  learned  that  every  nation- 
ality thinks  and  communicates  different- 
ly with  one  another." 

Her  engineering  education  has  given 
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EMliXiSCING  FROM  HIS  HOME  over- 
looking Sydney  Harbor,  Ka  Yu  So 
describes  his  first  experience  in  America 
as  "very  interesting."  He  came  to 
Springfield  in  1983  to  enroll  in  a  special 
one-year  program  to  prepare  foreign  stu- 
dents for  college.  Arriving  in  New  York 
from  his  home  in  Hong  Kong,  he  was  put 
on  a  bus  and  sent  directly  to  Springfield 
College,  the  host  of  the  program.  Walking 
into  the  cafeteria  with  its  heavy  concen- 
tration of  student-athletes,  Ka  Yu 
observed,  "Everyone  looked  like 
Superman.  I  thought  people  in  America 
must  be  huge!"  Moments  later,  a  streaker 
ran  naked  through  the  cafeteria.  Ka  Yu 
began  to  wonder  just  what  this  strange, 
new  country  was  going  to  be  like. 

The  following  year,  Ka  Yu  enrolled  in 
the  School  of  Engineering  at  Western 


New  England  College.  He  has  fond  mem- 
ories of  Dr.  Eric  Haffner,  wath  whom  he 
\asited  on  a  trip  back  to  Springfield,  and 
Dr.  John  Maleyeff,  a  good  friend  with 
whom  he  has  remained  in  contact.  He 
credits  his  senior  advisor,  visiting  profes- 
sor Dr.  Charles  Malmborg,  with  encour- 
aging him  to  go  to  graduate  school.  "He 
motivated  me  and  pushed  hard,  but  I  am 
very  appreciative  of  it." 

During  his  studies  in  America,  Ka  Yu's 
parents  decided  to  relocate  to  Australia. 
Ka  Yu  spent  time  there  in  the  summers 
and  agreed  to  move  there  with  his  family. 

He  says,  "Australia  has  a  very  attrac- 
tive business  immigration  program.  If 
you  operate  a  business  in  Australia,  you 
can  obtain  a  permanent  resident  visa. 
After  two  years  of  residency,  you  can 
apply  for  citizenship." 


While  not  working  directly  in  engi- 
neering, Ka  Yu's  education  has  helped 
him  find  success  as  a  property  developer 
in  Sydney.  "My  engineering  background 
gave  me  the  mindset  to  make  anything  I 
do  more  efficient.  The  greatest  benefit  of 
my  engineering  background  was  the  dis- 
cipline it  gave  me  to  read.  I  have  read 
more  than  3,000  books  in  the  last  ten 
years.  In  real  life,  things  keep  changing — 
nothing  stays  the  same.  To  survive,  to 
grow,  to  mature,  you  have  to  keep  acquir- 
ing new  skills.  The  ability  to  learn,  the 
process  and  willingness  to  learn,  is  what 
an  engineering  education  has  done  for 
me  and  for  so  many  other  people." 
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Anne  a  toolbox  to  tackle  any  communica- 
tion challenge  she  encounters.  She  says, 
"They  told  us,  'in  engineering  you're  learn- 
ing how  to  think,'  that  statement  couldn't 
have  been  truer.  My  professors  stressed 
learning  how  to  speak  and  write  about 
technical  subjects.  Dr.  Walter  Presz, 
taught  me  skills  1  use  today  —  how  to  take 
a  project  from  start  to  finish  and  how  to 
communicate  its  progress  and  results." 

Excellent  benefits  are  one  of  the 
advantages  working  mothers  enjoy  in 
France.  "Maternity  leave  can  be  up  to  six 
months  and  there  is  a  great  deal  of  vaca- 
tion time — typically  six  to  eight  weeks  a 
year.  Daycare  is  state  regulated  and 
offered  on  a  sliding  scale." 

Living  abroad  has  taught  Anne  about 
compromise  and  objectivity.  She  says, 
"There  is  a  big  difference  in  media  cover- 
age in  Europe.  It  is  less  spectacular  and 
there  is  not  as  much  hype.  They  don't 
show  the  same  story  from  six  different 
angles.  When  I  travel  to  America  that 
helps  me  to  see  things  from  a  different 
point  of  view."

TUDYING  AT  WESTERN  NEW 
England  College  in  the  early  seventies, 
Tom  Walters  knew  he  wanted  to 
become  a  dentist  and  credits  his  pro- 
fessors with  helping  him  prepare  for 
the  rigors  of  dental  school.  "The  chem- 
istry program  was  very  strong  at  the 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  The  teach- 
ers, including  Professors  Ball  and 
Pixley,  and  Dean  Chapin,  were  among 
the  best  I've  ever  had  in  my  life." 

While  the  Connecticut  native  con- 
sidered one  day  moving  to  the  West 
Coast,  he  never  expected  that  a  career  in 
dentistry  would  lead  him  to  Canada. 

Tom  first  moved  to  Canada 
after  dental  school  at  Georgetown 
University.  Though  beautiful, 
Saskatchewan  was  missing  one  ele- 
ment Tom  loved  most  about  his  East 
Coast  childhood — the  ocean.  "I  grew 
up  loving  the  ocean  and  just  needed  to 
be  near  salt  water." 

In  1981  he  moved  to  Vancouver,  a 
city  where  he  says  one  can  ski  in  the 
morning  and  beach  comb  in  the  after- 
noon. "Vancouver  has  a  temperate  cli- 
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mate;  it's  rarely  below  freezing  and  the 
summers  are  never  very  hot.  It's  a 
wonderful  place  to  live." 

Tom  lives  near  the  beach  and  walks 
to  his  office  each  morning  past  Stanley 
Park,  a  beautiful  showpiece  of  the  city 
similar  to  New  York's  Central  Park.  He 
enjoys  living  in  a  city  of  great  diversity. 
"There  are  many  people  from  Great 
Britain,  China,  Japan,  and  India. 
Tourists  come  from  all  over — you  may 
hear  six  or  seven  different  languages 
just  walking  along  the  beach,"  Tom  says. 

Tom  maintains  dual  U.S./Canadian 
citizenship.  He  loves  his  Canadian 
lifestyle,  but  misses  the  access  to  cul- 
tural and  professional  sports  events  he 
had  back  in  Connecticut.  "There  are 
fewer  opportunities  to  enjoy  the  per- 
forming arts,  there  are  no  musicals  like 
on  Broadway  or  symphonies.  I  grew  up 
going  to  Boston  to  see  my  favorite 
teams  play  like  the  Red  Sox  and  the 
Bruins.  While  we  celebrate  our  own 
Thanksgiving,  it's  more  subdued  than 
in  the  U.S.  and  it's  just  not  the  same 
without  American  football." 
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"Ninety-eight  percent  of  people  want  the  same  things  as  we  want — a  better  life  for  their 


children,  more  time  with  their  family.  Basic  needs  don't  change  from  culture  to  culture." 
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ER  A  WHIRLWIND  OF  NON-STOP 
tra\  el  that  would  make  a  rock  band  tired, 
Jefifrey  Bizik  is  back  on  American  shores 
for  the  first  time  in  three  years.  Jeff  and 
his  wife,  Liz,  are  glad  to  be  repatriated, 
but  he  can't  rule  out  the  prospect  of 
taking  on  new  foreign  assignments  in 
the  future. 

Once  he  had  achieved  his  career  goal 
of  becoming  a  senior  level  design  engi- 
neer designing  networks  for  Fortune  500 
companies,  Jeff  moved  into  management 
at  Lucent  Technologies.  He  was  given  the 
opportunity  to  open  new  offices  in  cen- 
tral Europe  and  jumped  at  the  proposed 
12  to  18  month  assignment.  Jeff  traveled 
extensively  from  Berne,  helping  Lucent 
turn  a  profit  on  the  venture  in  three 
months  instead  of  the  projected  12. 

Says  Jeff,  "I  opened  offices  in  Berne, 
Vienna,  Dubai,  Tel  Aviv,  Cairo, 
Johannesburg,  and  Cape  Town.  I  support- 
ed offices  in  Warsaw,  Moscow,  Prague  and 
three  in  Germany.  I  lived  on  a  plane,  touch- 
ing dowTi  in  the  morning  and  heading 
back  out  at  night." 

Clients  included  large  governments, 
huge  oil  companies,  telecommunications 
companies,  municipalities,  and  major  cor- 
porations. 

Jeff  developed  strategies  for  success  as 
he  went  along.  He  looks  back  at  his  engi- 
neering training  in  preparing  him  to 
communicate  wath  different  audiences 
and  find  solutions  on  his  own.  "The 
biggest  thing  I  learned  at  college  was 
how  to  learn.  It  wasn't  FORTRAN  or 
Pascal  that  I  carried  with  me,  but  the 
ability  to  break  problems  down  into

small  pieces  and  apply  what  I  learned  in 
one  situation  to  another." 

Unlike  alums  working  in  one  foreign 
country,  Jeff  had  to  adapt  to  a  variety  of 
foreign  cultures.  He  recalls  a  particularly 
memorable  presentation  that  taught  him 
never  to  underestimate  his  audience.  "In 
most  countries  I  visited,  business  trans- 
actions were  conducted  in  English.  I  was 
asked  to  conduct  a  presentation  for  the 
prime  minister  of  Turkmenistan.  1  had 
never  conducted  a  presentation  that  was 
simultaneously  translated  and  it  was 
very  difficult  to  maintain  a  pace.  After 
negotiations,  the  minister  bowed,  walked 
over  to  me,  and  put  his  arm  around  my 
shoulder.  Then  he  asked  in  perfect 
English,  'What  part  of  the  States  are  you 
from?"  I  asked  in  surprise,  "You  speak

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English?"  "Of  course,"  he  replied.  "I  went 
to  school  in  Arizona.  I  am  just  required 
by  law  to  use  an  interpreter  in  business 
transactions." 

Jeff  likens  the  intensity  of  extensive 
international  travel  to  the  unusual  analo- 
gy of  "Dog  Years."  He  says,  "You  grow 
very  much  as  a  person  when  you  live 
abroad — I  equate  it  with  dog  years.  In 
your  exposure  level  to  the  different  busi- 
ness cultures  you  gain  three  to  five  years 
in  experience  for  each  year  abroad." 

Like  Tim  Cocchi,  Jeff's  travels  have 
taught  him,  "ninety-eight  percent  of  peo- 
ple want  the  same  things  as  we  want — a 
better  life  for  their  children,  more  time 
with  their  family.  Basic  needs  don't 
change  from  culture  to  culture."  ■

Western  New  England  College  President 
Anthony  S.  Caprio  visited  South  Africa  from 
August  17,  to  September  1,  2002,  as  the  rep- 
resentative of  the  American  Association  for 
Higher  Education  (AAHE)  in  a  five-person  fact- 
finding delegation.  The  goal  of  the  visit  was  to 
identify  and  learn  about  innovative  programs, 
services,  and  initiatives,  particularly  in  cocurric- 
ular  education,  that  are  currently  evolving  in 
post-Apartheid  South  Africa. 

The  project  is  a  collaborative  effort  organized 
by  the  three  major  academic  and  student 
affairs  organizations  in  the  United  States:  the 
American  Association  for  Higher  Education 
(AAHE),  the  American  College  Personnel 
Association  (ACPA),  and  the  National 
Association  for  Student  Personnel 
Administrators  (NASPA). 

Currently,  South  African  higher  education  insti- 
tutions are  charged  with  the  task  of  develop- 
ing innovative  programs  as  they  reorganize  to 
provide  education  to  a  new  mix  of  students.

Dr.  Caprio  met  with  academic  and  student 
affairs  leaders  in  Johannesburg/Pretoria, 
Durban,  and  Cape  Town.  He  also  explored  with 
South  African  agencies  and  the  South  African 
arm  of  the  Ford  Foundation,  funding  possibili- 
ties for  collaborative  US/South  African  projects. 

The  delegation  will  disseminate  its  findings 
about  South  Africa's  pioneering  practices  to 
members  of  the  three  associations.  It  will 
also  consider  possible  collaborative  ventures 
and  interactions  among  the  three  American 
organizations  and  their  counterparts  in  South 
Africa,  as  well  as  with  the  Center  for  Higher 
Education  Transformation.  It  is  the  premier 
South  Africa  higher  education  think-tank 
dedicated  to  the  systematic  transformation 
of  higher  education  in  South  Africa. 

Commented  Dr.  Caprio  upon  his  return  to  the 
U.S.,  "A  major  purpose  of  this  fact-finding  trip 
was  to  listen  to  our  many  colleagues,  to  syn- 
thesize their  views,  and  to  sort  through  and 
record  their  needs,  determining  what  common 
threads  surfaced  in  the  course  of  our  many 
conversations.  Our  visit  with  key  players  in 
South  African  higher  education  enabled  us  to 
better  understand  the  strengths  and  con- 
straints of  the  higher  education  landscape. 
These  individuals  expressed  a  strong  and 
definitive  interest  in  a  joint  South  African/US 
collaborative  project.  We  have  already  met 
with  heads  of  key  international  foundations  to 
see  if  there  is  interest  in  funding  such  a  project 
which  we  would  then  develop  jointly  with  a 
team  of  South  African  educators."  ■

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FROM  AUGUST  20  to  28, 2002.  SAEED 
Ghahramani,  dean  of  the  School 
of  Arts  and  Sciences,  journeyed 
to  Beijing,  China  to  attend  the 
2002  International  Congress  of 
Mathematicians  (ICM).  The  nine- 
day  congress  is  convened  by  the 
International  Mathematician's 
Union,  which  awards  the  Fields 
Medal  for  outstanding  mathemati- 
cal achievement,  an  honor  as  sig- 
nificant to  mathematics  as  the 
Nobel  Prize  is  to  physics.  This  year's 
recipients  were  Laurent  Lafforgue, 
permanent  professor  at  the  Institut 
des  Hautes  Etudes  Scientifiques, 
and  Vladimir  Voevodsky,  professor 
at  the  Institute  for  Advanced  Study 
(Princeton).  Since  1982,  the  Union 
has  also  awarded  the  Nevanlinna 
Prize,  given  for  outstanding  work 
in  the  fields  of  theoretical  comput- 
er science.  Professor  Madhu  Sudan 
of  MIT  was  this  year's  recipient. 

Held  every  four  years,  2002 
marked  the  first  time  in  the  Union's 
history  that  the  Congress  met  in  a

developing  country.  Of  the  4,217 
attendees,  48  percent  were  from 
third-world  nations. 

The  selection  of  China  as  the 
event's  host  site  had  special  signifi- 
cance for  the  future  of  mathemati- 
cal sciences  in  the  world's  most 
populated  country.  Despite  China's 
size,  during  the  20th  century  it 
lagged  behind  Western  nations  in 
yielding  major  mathematical 
achievements.  Dean  Ghahramani 
believes  that  one  major  reason  is 
the  country's  university  system  for 


faculty  promotion,  which  does  not 
allow  for  the  intensive  study  need- 
ed to  achieve  breakthroughs. 

Says  Dr.  Ghahramani,  "The 
Chinese  method  of  evaluation  for 
promotion  and  salary  increases  is 
based  upon  the  number  of  papers 
published.  In  America,  someone 
like  Andrew  Wiles  may  be  given  10 
to  12  years  to  solve  a  major  problem 
or  come  up  vsath  a  major  theory 
without  having  to  publish  five  to  10 
papers  a  year.  While  in  the  West 
decisions  on  tenure  are  made  by 
colleagues,  in  China  decisions  are 
made  at  the  state  and  local  govern- 
ment level.  The  Chinese  system 
simply  doesn't  have  the  mecha- 
nisms in  place  and  that  is  what  is 
holding  them  back." 

While  other  congresses  have  been 
inaugurated  by  the  secretary  of  edu- 
cation of  the  host  country,  the  dean 
noted  that  former  Chinese  President 
Jiang  Zemin  presented  the  2002 
awards.  Throughout  the  proceed- 
ings, Zemin  was  surrounded  by  lead- 
ing mathematicians  and  scientists, 
including  celebrated  mathematician 
Nobel  economist  John  Nash. 

Dean  Ghahramani  observed, 
"Through  hosting  the  Congress,  the 
Chinese  government  wanted  to 
demonstrate  how  important  the 
Congress  is  to  it,  and  how  much  the 
administration  values  mathemat- 
ics. There  is  a  lot  of  untapped  math 
talent  in  China;  the  government 
has  begun  a  movement  to  find  and 
develop  talent  to  help  it  flourish. 
They  are  advancing  very  quickly. 
Whether  they  become  scientifically 
and  mathematically  as  strong  as 
the  U.S.  and  Europe  remains  to  be 
seen.  Only  history  wall  tell." 

Dean  Ghahramani  has  been  a 
long-time  member  and  previous 
presenter  at  the  Congress.  This  year, 
he  was  especially  pleased  to  return 
to  China  to  reconnect  with  former 
colleagues  from  Anhui  University 
where  he  taught  in  1997.  ■

Setting  the  Stage 
for  Success 


One  has  only  to  speak  with  Nia  Rennix  for  just 
a  few  minutes  to  know  this  is  a  young  woman 
who  will  reach  her  goals.  Whether  those  goals 
are  on  the  stage  or  in  a  courtroom,  Nia  has 
the  ambition,  drive,  talent,  and  intelligence  to 
make  her  dreams  come  true.

In  addition  to  her  criminal  justice  studies  and 
performance  schedule,  Nia  is  also  copresident  of 
the  campus  group.  United  and  Mutually  Equal 
(U&ME).  She  is  also  in  the  process  of  recording 
her  first  CD  with  the  working  title  "A  Long  Time 
Coming:  Music  for  a  While,"  which  could  be 
released  this  winter.  The  success  of  that  endeav- 
or will  have  an  impact  on  which  path  to  take, 
she  said. 

"I'm  still  not  sure  how  to  blend  both  loves.

Although  Nia  is  no  longer  enrolled  in  a  for- 
mal performance  arts  educational  program, 
she  continues  to  sing  and  study  music  with 
Fritz  Moses  of  West  Hartford,  CT  with  whom 
she  meets  weekly.  She  also  sings  for  an  audi- 
ence whenever  possible.  Most  recently,  Nia 
performed  on  campus  at  the  College's  Autumn 
Afternoon  with  the  Arts  fall  gathering.  The 
event  allowed  both  the  College  and  Nia  to 
feature  her  talent  on  campus. 

At  the  Hartt  School  of  Music,  Nia  studied 
language  to  truly  understand  the  meaning, 
mood,  and  feeling  of  each  word  in  opera.

Instructor  George  Turpin  '96/ G'97 
Finds  Off-Campus  Higher  Education 
a  Two-way  Street  by  marv  mazzaferro 


"I  LEARN  AS  MUCH  from  my  students 
as  they  do  from  me,"  says  Off-Campus 
instructor  George  Turpin.  "Students  in 
my  classes  come  from  all  over  the  state 
and  Connecticut.  You  get  so  much  from 
interacting  with  fellow  officers  who  have 
different  backgrounds  and  experiences. 
They  come  from  departments  with  five 
or  six  people  who  have  to  wear  a  lot  of 
different  hats  to  forces  that  are  very  spe- 
cialized with  500  officers  to  the  thou- 
sands working  for  the  state.  The  class- 
room is  like  a  think  tank  of  ideas  where 
students  share  how  they  have  dealt  with 
different  situations.  That  opens  up  dis- 
cussion and  helps  me  relate  the  subject 
matter  to  situations  they  encounter 
every  day." 

George  has  been  an  instructor  for  the 
program  since  1998,  and  has  been  associ- 
ated with  it  since  he  enrolled  as  a  student 
in  1995  while  in  the  Air  Force  at 
Hanscom  Air  Force  Base.  As  he 
approached  his  retirement  from  the  Air 
Force  after  20  years  of  service,  George 
had  a  sense  of  where  he  wanted  to  be  in 
the  private  sector,  but  needed  guidance 
to  establish  a  plan  to  reach  his  goals.  He 
found  it  through  Director  Doug  Kenyon 
and  the  Off-Campus  Programs. 

Georges  militan,'  career  had  been  spent 
in  two  areas:  over  16  years  in  security 
policing  and  three  years  in  educational 
counseling.  His  career  took  him  all  over 
the  world  from  Upper  Hey  Ford,  UK 
to  Spangdahelm,  Germany  to  Balikisier, 
Turkey  and  sites  in  the  Middle  East  during 
the  Gulf  War.  His  law  enforcement  posts 
included  supervisor  of  Special  Operations 
Security  at  the  Kuwait  American  Embassy 
after  it's  liberation  in  1991  and  stints  as 
operations  supervisor  of  munitions  sites 
and  police  squadrons. 


on  his  law  enforcement  career. 
George  was  one  of  22  new  offi- 
cers selected  from  thousands  of 
applicants  and  joined  the 
Worcester  Operations  Depart- 
ment in  the  spring  of  1998.  He 
felt  his  dual  degrees  helped  him 
stand  out  above  other  candi- 
dates. He  recalled,  "You  could 
tell  in  the  interview  process  that 
the  degrees  were  attractive  to 
them.  Once  I  started  at  the  acad- 
emy, my  college  experience  was  a 
real  benefit,  too.  I  had  already 
developed  good  study  habits  and 
was  familiar  with  subjects  and 
material.  The  cadets  who  had 
been  through  prior  formal  edu- 
cation definitely  found  it  easier." 

In  2000,  George  embarked  on 
his  second  new  career  path  as 
an  Off-Campus  instructor 
where  he  still  teaches  today.  He 
currentlv  is  teaching  Budgeting

Burke  Closes  Outstanding  Soccer  Season  — 

Western  New  England  College  senior  women's  soccer  co-captain 
Molly  Burke  enjoyed  a  record  breaking  season  after  establishing 
school  marks  in  career  points  (242)  and  goals  (100).  According  to 
the  NCAA  Soccer  Records  Book,  Molly  ranks  eighth  on  the  all-time 
Division  III  list  for  points  and  1 0th  in  goals.  A  forward,  Burke  led 
the  team  in  scoring  with  67  points  (27  goals,  13  assists)  in  2002. 

She  was  named  the  Great  Northeast  Athletic  Conference  (GNAC) 
Women's  Soccer  Player-of-the-Year  for  the  second  straight  season, 
named  to  the  All-GNAC  team  for  the  third  straight  year,  and  was 
the  MVP  of  the  GNAC  Tournament.  She  was  also  the  first  athlete 
in  school  history  to  be  named  to  the  National  Soccer  Coaches 
Association  of  America  NCAA  Division  III  New  England  Region 
All-Star  First  Team.

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Senior  Brenda  Post  Reaches  Volleyball  Milestone 

Western  New  England  College  women's  volleyball  cocaptain  Brenda  Post  of  Groton,  CT 
enjoyed  a  record-breaking  season  this  past  fall  after  receiving  several  major  awards. 
Post,  an  outside  hitter,  was  named  the  Great  Northeast  Athletic  Conference  (GNAC) 
Player-of-the-Year  on  November  13,  the  first  person  in  school  history  to  win  this  presti- 
gious award.  She  ended  her  career  by  becoming  the  first  Golden  Bears  player  to  partici- 
pate in  the  New  England  Women's  Volleyball  Association  (NEWVA)  Senior  All-Star  Classic 


Earlier  in  the  year,  Post  reached  a  milestone  when 
she  became  the  first  Western  New  England 
College  performer  to  pass  the  coveted  1,000  mark 
in  career  kills.  She  accomplished  her  feat  October 
5  in  a  3-1  victory  over  Rivier  College  in  the  Alumni 
Healthful  Living  Center. 

The  Golden  Bears  ranked  among  the  most 
improved  teams  in  New  England  in  2002  and  Post 
was  the  key  player  in  the  team's  success.  WNEC 
posted  a  21-13  record  for  its  fourth  consecutive 
winning  season,  establishing  a  school  record  for 
wins  in  the  process  (breaking  the  old  mark  of  19 
set  last  year).  The  Golden  Bears  also  tied  for  first 
place  during  the  regular  season  in  the  conference 
with  a  10-1  mark  and  advanced  to  the  semifinals 
of  the  GNAC  Tournament. 

Post,  a  senior,  led  the  team  in  hitting  percentage 
(.337),  kills  (425),  and  service  aces  (130).  Hitting 
percentage  in  volleyball  is  comparable  to  a  bat- 
ting average  in  softball.  She  holds  11  school 
records,  including  career  kills  (1,224).  Post  also 
was  named  to  the  All-GNAC  Team  for  the  third 
straight  year  and  was  selected  to  All-Tournament 
teams  at  the  GNAC,  Plymouth  State,  Springfield 
Tom  Hay,  and  WNEC  Invitational. 

"Plain  and  simple,  Brenda  was  the  first  legitimate 
go-to  person  we  have  ever  had,"  said  fifth-year 
Western  New  England  College  coach  Greg  Poole. 
"She  is  a  tremendous  source  of  energy,  whether 
it  be  in  the  huddle,  in  practice,  during  a  match, 
rehabilitating  her  knee,  or  having  the  team  over 
for  dinner  and  a  movie.  Brenda  puts  all  of  herself 
into  whatever  she  is  doing. 

"Reaching  1,000  kills  was  a  tremendous  mile- 
stone for  her.  She  has  set  a  standard  of  excellence 
for  current  and  future  WNEC  volleyball  players  to 
strive  for  Brenda  improved  each  season  she 
played  here  and  she  has  much  to  be  proud  of 
when  looking  back  on  her  career,"  Poole  stated. 


Post,  a  history  major,  made  an  immediate  impact 
when  she  arrived  at  the  College  helping  the  team 
to  a  13-7  record  her  rookie  season  that  was  the 
program's  first  winning  campaign  in  a  number  of 
years.  However,  she  suffered  a  serious  knee  injury 
midway  through  the  year  that  required  surgery,  but 
she  battled  back  leading  the  Golden  Bears  to  a  16- 
14  mark  her  sophomore  season  and  19-14  record 
in  2001. 

Like  all  great  athletes.  Post  is  a  team  player  who 
enjoys  strong  competition,  "I  love  playing  volley- 
ball and  the  feeling  I  get  when  I  play  —  I  can't 
describe  it,"  she  says.  "It  is  such  an  adrenaline 
rush  stepping  onto  the  floor.  My  first  year  at  the 
College  I  was  so  nervous,  but  my  coaches  and 
teammates  made  me  feel  welcomed.  When  I  tore 
the  ACL,  I  was  devastated,  but  did  physical  thera- 
py for  nine  months  and  came  back  even  stronger. 
This  year,  all  my  teammates  made  my  senior  year 
a  special  one.  I  certainly  couldn't  have  accom- 
plished 1,000  kills  if  it  wasn't  for  all  my  team- 
mates who  gave  me  passes  and  sets." 

Post  also  credits  her  family  for  much  of  her  success. 
"My  family  has  played  a  major  role  in  my  life,"  she^ 
points  out.  "My  parents  attended  all  of  my  volley- 
ball, basketball,  and  softball  games  when  I  was  in 
high  school  (Fitchburg  High  School),  and  they  have 
always  been  there  for  me.  My  older  brother,  Greg, 
pushed  me  athletically,  and  we  used  to  compete  all 
the  time  when  we  were  little." 

While  at  Western  New  England  College,  Post  has 
served  as  secretary  of  the  Historical  Society  and 
was  a  Peer  Advisor  last  year.  She  also  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Student  Athletic  Committee  for  two 
years  and  the  Captains  Council,  and  even  found 
time  to  play  intramural  softball. 

After  she  graduates  in  May,  Post  has  her  sights  on 
becoming  a  full-time  teacher.  Her  future  students 
will  be  getting  a  quality  person.

Clark,  a  native  of  Agawam,  MA,  ranks 
among  the  top  women's  soccer  play- 
ers in  school  history.

Women's  Athletic  Conference

Ricci  is  the  winningest  baseball 
coach  in  school  history  with  a  205- 
174-3  record  from  1974-81  and 
1983-87.  His  teams  participated  in 
10  NAIA  Tournaments  while  winning 
three  District  5  playoffs.  Ricci  was 
twice  named  NAIA  District  5  and 
Area  8  Coach-of-the-Year,  and  was  a 
former  president  of  the  NAIA 
Baseball  Coaches  Association.  A 
native  of  Port  Chester,  NY  Ricci  also 
was  the  first  women's  soccer  coach 
in  school  history  compiling  a  1 5-1 1 
record  in  1984  and  1985.  He  led  the 
Golden  Bears  to  a  12-5  mark  and  a 
second  place  showing  in  the  NAIA 
Eastern  Regional  playoffs  in  only 
their  second  year  of  competition. 
Ricci  also  coached  the  women's  ten- 
nis team  at  Western  New  England 
College  for  two  seasons  (1978, 
1979).  He  is  a  1971  graduate  of 
Springfield  College.  A  former  resi- 
dent of  Longmeadow,  Ricci  now  lives 
in  San  Diego,  CA. 

After  the  induction  ceremonies, 
College  Athletics  Director  Mike 
Theulen  announced  that  the  field  at 
the  new  George  E.  Trelease 
Memorial  Baseball  Stadium  would 
be  named  Pat  Ricci  Field  in  honor  of 
Ricci's  contributions  to  the  program. 
The  new  baseball  facility  is  sched- 
uled to  be  completed  by  the  start  of 
the  2004  season. 

Western  New  England  College's 
Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  is  named  in 
honor  of  former  professor  and  pres- 
ent men's  golf  coach  William  Arthur 
(Red)  Downes  who  was  among  the 
inaugural  group  inducted  in  1999. 


Senior  cocaptain  Kevin  Bennison  of  Cobleskill, 
NY  was  the  Golden  Bears'  top  finisher  at  the 
68th  Annual  New  England  Intercollegiate  Golf 
Association  (NEIGA)  Championship  with  a 
two-day  total  of  156  (79-77). 

Bennison  tied  for  31st  among  232  players 
in  the  event  held  at  the  Captains  Golf  Course 
in  Brewster,  MA.  Bennison  also  was  the 
medallist  with  a  74  at  the  City  of  Springfield 
Championship.  A  sport  management  major, 
he  had  a  78.4  average  for  1 1  rounds  this  fall.
